"WHEREAS, it is the further intent of the City of Fort Wayne 
to assure that Said solid waste is transported only by approved | 
haulers utilizing safe and sanitary equipment, maintaining adequate 
insurance coverages, and dumping only in approved sites. 

SECTION 1. The owner of a multi-family unit consisting of 
three (3) or more living units in a single complex shall have the 
option to dispose of the solid waste materials generated by the 
residents of said units by contracting for the disposal thereof 
with an approved hauler in lieu of utilizing the solid waste 
disposal collection services otherwise provided by the City of 


Fortwayne, subject to the conditions and terms of this Ordinance.
